Foreign Students Students 
Get New Tuition Hike 





a fee of $37 per unit, compared 
with a previous rate, under the 
old $600 per year tuition, of 
$20 per unit 

In response to this tuition hike, 
a class action suit was filed in 
Los Angeles Superior Court by 
five foreign students on behalf 
of all foreign students who had 
entered the state college system 
1970 and had 
been assured at that time that 
they could complete their 
studies at the $600 annuai 
tuition rate set for the 1970-71 
academic year. The defendant in 
the suit was the State College 
Board of Trustees 
On December 10, 
Superior Court issued a 
temporary restaining order 
forbidding the California State 
Colleges from making any 
further collection of nonresident 
tuition from foreign students for 
the Fall term 1971. On January 
26, 1972 a preliminary 


prior to Nov. 24 


1971, the 


injunction issued by the Court 
allowed foreign students 
admitted or enrolled prior to 
Nov. 24, 1970 to continue 
payment at the lower $600 rate 
rather than the $1,110 rate 

On May 15, 1972, however, the 
Superior Court ruled that the 
hike for foreign students was 
legal and justified. Those foreign 
students who had not paid the 
full $1,110 tuition for the 
1971-1972 academic year were 
given until December 1972 to 
pay up the tuition they owed. 
The Superior Court decision 
was appealed to the State Court 
of Appeals on July 1, 1972. In 
August the Appelate Court 
denied a request by the foreign 
students that they be allowed to 
pay the lower $600 tuition while 
the case was being decided in the 
courts. Therefore, under the 
Appelate Court’s ruling, all 
foreign students were to pay the 
$1,110 annaul tuition for the 
Fall semester 1972 

The foreign students appealed 
their case to the California State 
Supreme Court, which on 
September 12 of this year 
granted an injunction which 
prevented the California State 
University and College system 
from collecting more than $600 
tuition over the 1972-1973 
academic year from any foreign 
student who had entered the 
state university and college 
system prior to Nov. 24, 1970 
The injunction also stated that 
tuition above the $600 a year 


limit could no longer be 
collected from those foreign 
students for the 1971-72 


academic year. 

The foreign students’ appeal, 
however, was turned down by 
the California State Supreme 
Court just recently. The Court 
ruled the higher 
tuition for all foreign students 
Then, about two weeks ago, at 
the recent meeting of the State 
College Board of Trustees in Los 
Angeles, the student presidents 
of the state university and 
college system approached the 
Board of Trustees and asked the 
Board to join with them in 
submitting to the California 
Legilature a proposal that would

fat and shall not contain added 
water, binders, or extenders.” 
That means that the “Yogi 
Burger” or the “Big Mac” you 
ate should be pure beef made 
from the voluntary striated 
muscle (the red meat) with no 
additives

hamburger they want. As long as 
it is properly labeled -- which is
